But, for nil that ho was 
tnlng more In tho Interest of tbo consti- 
tution than any other man in tho conven- 
tion. In private conversation with the 
number* ho could counsel nnd advise 
them and this ho did; hut Iilfl dotate on 
tho floor vraa concentrated In one grout 
speech delivered at tho beginning of tho 
convention. 


When Hamilton took tho floor to pro- 


sent his views bo that assemblage of tho 
blest public men of tbo Kngllsh speaking 


race ho wan tbo complete master of bis 
subject; and filled with n deep conviction 
of tbo solemnity of tha occasion delivered 
a speech occupying over flvo hours, which 
has boon^dcsorlbed by Ouuvornour Morris 
as tho ablest and most Impressive be ever 
board and embodying] the accumulated 
reflections of years. The brief only re- 
mnlDi to us but In that bnro outline we 
can trace the range and variety of his 
speech. 


He tainted out the uvlls of the existing 


system and showed what a deplorable con- 
dition the American people were in and 
tho principles on whloh the oew govern- 
ment should be established. Delivered 
with nil Hamilton s impressive energy, 
glowing with flory eloquence of tneBpont- 
er nnd expressed In his characteristic 
language, at once *o clour and forceful, 
we may well believe that tho speech had 
a lasting effect upon tho convention. 


By the proposed treatment of the states 


a highly centralized national government 
was to mporsedt. tho confederate form. 
Hamilton had seen in congress difficulties 
that *fow from thu woaknasB of tho gen 
cral government, and thus when ho ut- 
tucked tho power of tbo etatcs he Htniok 
hard at the root of tho cvllc, ana it WHS 
a decisive blow. 


Undoubtedly Hamilton with hl« keen 


perceptions of tha spirit of the people 
was perfectly aware that a strong central 
government could not be euplly estab- 
lished, but the object of bis draft of 
constitution and his great speech in nun- 
port of It, wns to induce the members 01 
th" convention to token position demand- 
ed by tho unenviable situation in which 
they found their country. In this h« sue 
needed. 
While it i« truo that not nil tho 


HtiggoHtionn mado by 
Hamilton 
were 


adopted, he nevertheless micnocdud in 
milking tho members (it the uonventloi 
KCP that tho gcnoarl govonrmont should 
be u'von much imiro power than they had 
at first thought advisable ho flmUly 
brought them to look upon their country 
us u possible nation not an a confederation. 


Huinilton'd InIInonce was Cult through

It was in securing the approval of the 


w i i k u f the convention that Hamilton 
rendered his greatest surviacn to tho cause 
of the constitution—services morn un 
[Kirtitnt and muroeflcctivo than those ol 
any other nno man in this final and do- 
elslve struggle for Independence 
and 


union. 


'While tho constitution agreed upon by 


the convention was not nil that Hamilton 
wished for, yet an a truo statesman he 
heartily accepted it as the best attainable 
and labored Incessantly for Its adoption. 


Tho task now before Hamilton wns to 


wouru tho ratification of the cunntltution 
liy the DtatvH. no; a light work, not tbo 
ea*y thing ttfnt we who bnve long enjoyed 
the lilimnlugs nf thu constitution might 
Imagine It to lx>. Tho people were joul 
(iu» for tho powers of their own states. 
This jealousy was deep rooted, it was tha 
grawtii nt more taau u hundred years 
Thu Colonies had possessed nothing In 
common hut hardships und tho Kovolu- 
tlotuirv «ar wis tho only instance In 
which this ''rmv them v?ry closely together. 


Take It all In nil It Is probable that in 


ivrrv nne of the states ihrrr wn«, at tin 
time Ihu conntltutliin wai first presented, 
a majority opposed it. 
It was tho task of 


a eoniimratively .small number of men 
to win over this majority. 
At tho head 


ol thl« select few unrjiiuKtlunubly stood 
Alexander Hamilton. 


Th« prejudice!) of tho heavy uiau of 


fin t day had to bo overcome. Tho poll 
ttcliin hud to be convinced that 
bis 


country'* gain would be his gain. Foars, 
MOUJO or them stnoero.some of them affect- 
rd.

tusk to convince men who had made up 
thnlr minds In advance that they did not 
wnnt to be convinced. 


But Hamilton went at the work with a 


itout heart and a. clear brain, ho w«i 


beard through the "Fed»rallrt." IHs 
writings In this series are probably the 
bOKtand keenest work of his life: they 
still stand us the ablest o(/,6ur political 
papers. 


In tho publication of tho "Federalist" 


Hamilton rendered his first pru-omiuenfc 
service to tho adoption of the constitution, 
bis second by securing the approval of 
Now York. 


When the New York convention met, 


Clinton, tho lender of tho States Klghts 
party was chosen president by getting 
forty-six votes out ol sixty-five. 
The 


!ll-'tonlan majority was led by Melanc- 
thon Smith, u keen debater and n man of 
.billty. Tho flendor minority of nineteen 
vas led by Alexander Hamilton. 
Time 


after time Clinton attempted postpone- 
ment by adjournment but failed. At 
length tho constitution was taken np. 
Everything was turned Into n personal at 
tauk on Hamilton. Hamilton met their 
debate with tho greatest skill, and with 
his eloquent reasoning and sound argu- 
ments wns fast turning tbo tide of feeling 
In favor of tbo constitution. 


At last Hamilton succeeded in forcing 


the enemies' lender to acknowledge that 
his arguments in favor of the constitution 
bad convinced him and that he should 
vote for its adoption. This wns an Im- 
portant end a decisive victory. 


To wrirg from the skillful leader of the 


ritutcs Klghts men the admission that ho 
had been convinced must have gained 
many votes for tho constitution, for when 
the final ballot was taken tho slender mi- 
nority of nineteen had grown into ft inn 
jorlty of throe, nnd tho state ol New York 
nnd ratified tho constitution. 


Soon after the New York convention 


Washington was ohoeon president nnd 
Hamilton saw the constitution be had 
workcd'ao hard for laid down aa the bul- 
wark of his country. 


Nor wns Hamilton's work for tho con 


stitutlon nil shown in Its adoption. Ho 
v us appointed secretary of tbo treasury by 
Washington and in that office bo rondo-cd 
tbo most cfTeutivo services in tho interest 
of tbo constitution by his great financial 
policy. It wns through the efforts ol 
Hamilton that the government iisanmod 
tbo state debts, whloh did so much to 
build up our credit as a nntlon. It wns 
through bis influence that the Unlte.t 
ritatOB bank wns established. This bank 
In which thu government was a share 
bolder nnd partly n director assisted to a 
grant extent in strengthening tho federal 
government. 


So ndmlinbly did flnmlltan perform his 


duties HH n member of Washington's cab- 
inet thut he has ever boon recognized as 
thu greatest financier this country has 
overproduced. 
Hut tho debt whloh tho 


Amorloiin people owe to Hamilton is for 
bis untiring offorti in the interests of n 
strong centralized union.

Some 81mpl« Fremntlonii That Should Be 


Observed Strictly. 


Heretofore the majority of cyclists 


mve Inid their wheels "on the shelf" 
is soon us the autumn winds commenced 
to blow, but from present indications 
it is evident tlmt it will ho a common 
ig-lit to •-co numbers of cyclihts of both 
pjfes taking a spin over the packed 
iiiow or Ice throughout tlie winter. 
If one is properly fortified against the 
ivinda lie finds tliat in no teason is cy- 
cling so exhilarating: as in the winter. 


'Provided we adhere to the )uws of 


nature," said a prominent physician the 
other clay, "I see no reason why the 
ritHng seiison should end with the fall. 
The winters of late have been very open, 
with but little snow, and the roads 
have been such as to allow of wheeling 
nearly the- entire winter. 
But those- 


who ride during the winter months 
must excrcifie a bit of caution and be 
[lartieuljj1 to dress in windproof cos- 
tumes, which will be properly venti- 
luted nnd at the same time be of suffi- 
cient warmth. The most important 
thing to bear in mind ia to keep in mo- 
tion while out of doors, ami in no cose 
ohould a person stand still in the open 
air after exercising unlem one is sui- 
cidally lient.
